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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The claims have been amended to recite that 
in the step c), a solvent "that is not the same solvent of step b)". The original 
specification does not support that recitation, and Applicants have not indicated where 
support is provided for that recitation in the specification. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 1 0/1 3/05 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. See the explanations below. 

The explanations for this rejection are essentially as indicated in the previous 
Office Action. Applicants now take the position that the prior art does not disclose the 
step c) of further polymerization. However, as indicated in the last communication, the 
cited prior arts discloses the further polymerization of the composition to solid products 
having high melting points in excess of 180 degrees C, and which are useful in making 
films and other industrial products of high molecular weight. It is the Examiner's position 
that Applicants' arguments do not distinguish over the cited prior art. 

4. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection 
presented in this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See
